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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended May 7, 1988, 
as estimated by the Energy Information Administra- 
tion, totaled 17*8 million short tons. This was 2.1 per- 
cent lower than production in the previous week, and 
was 9*2 percent higher than production in the corre- 
sponding week of 1987. 

The coal production estimate of 76.7 million short tons 
for April 1988 represents an all-time high for the 


month. The previous record was 76.5 million short 
tons produced in April 1985. Compared with April 
1987, most of the production gain in April 1988 is due 
to increased production by states west of the Mississippi 
River. During the first four months of 1988, coal pro- 
duction reached an estimated 314.9 million short tons 
7.6 percent higher than the 292.6 million short tons 
produced during the same time period in 1987.

This service is available from 8 a.m. to 1 1 p.m. weekdays and 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on weekends and 
most holidays. The Weekly Coal Production report is normally updated by 2 p.m. on Friday of each week. Allow 
one or two additional workdays in weeks containing holidays.
